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1. On 28 March 1952 we requested 430th CIC to interrogate ^fJo^NAPAff.. 
paying particular attention to bis past and present connections ^^K^^miLous 
endgre and intelligence groups. In yiew of KADAS' past reputation as a 
i&ember of ZAKO's inner council ve felt this step was necessary to detenaine 
whether his enplo^ment by USFA constituted a security risk. If the interro- 
gation showed that NADAS had made a genuine break with the ZAJg2.XTR.VI>> ^ 
also hoped to reexamine the possibility of his operational use by this Base. 



2. Salzburg CIC Report Mo. 3-13344^ dated 27 May 1952, is the result 
of the MADAS interrogation. We feel that it sheds new li^t not only on 
NADAS but also on HiLLos lOCRFCmi and the DIClJUCE/caUJBSOie contact with him 
in the Spring of I95ir * *ffie"folLowing points in Uie attached interrogation 
deserve comnent: 



a. It seems certain that the break between ZAKD on the one hand 
and NADAS and KORPC^Y on the other is genuine. As far as KOHPONAI 
is concerned, his letters (see paragro^ 4 and 5) conflm our general 
Impression that he was acting in good faith in the Spring of 1951^ and 
that under other circumstances he would have been a valuable asset. 



b. Concerning the NHBK charges against KDRPONAY, It is unlikely 
that either HAMVAS or TROX could have been responsible for the leak to 
the KH6K, since neither was aware of any details of our contact bqyond 
the fact that CIC wished to get in touch with KDRPONAY. On the conr- 
trary the mention of an unidentified "Mr. C" (next to last line on 
page 29 of the attachment), who from the context appears to be an 
ican, gives rise to the thought that a United States citizen who had 
access to information concerning our meetings with KORPONAY revealed 
at least some of the circumstances to a member of the ZAKO circle, 
possibly ^^r Bckhardt* 

c. As expected, the interrogation shows that both NADAS and KOIW 
PONAY have extreme righb-wlng syn^athies, tut it also indicates that 
today both are free-lance agents with no particular ties to ZAKO or 
any western IS. In short, our main objection to their employment in 
the past has been removed. 
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3* 31noe KQBPONAI has alrss^r ijanigratad to Canada and in an;' case was 
not ready in 1951 to pureue inteUigeaee activities under cur direotioUi we 
can only recomaend that DXCLUCK keep track of him with the hope that even- 
tually be aay be of some use to them in active partisan warfare work. HADA5 
is, however, in Salsburg and is a man of undisputed ability who odght even* 
tually serve us as ah able and sorely needed chief agent* Any approach to 
him would of course be oontingsnt upon establishing strict control over him, 
and we do not know whether or not he would be willing to sutasit himself to 
such control* Thsre is even a chance that hs would not bs intsrasted in any 
kind of intelli genes work in the bops that bs migtit eventually resume his 
military career under the aegis of the new Buropesn Army. In view of hie 
capabilities and our needs, we feel it advisable, however, to attempt an 
approach*
